“Of Naval Reserve No. 1, leased 
to Doheny, 15% per cent of the 
land actually within the reserve is 
owned by private parties and there 
ig not an acre of ground in the en- 
tire reserve two miles from pri- 
vately owned land, But even at 
that, the Doheny lease provides 
that on the western hal! of the re- 
serve welle shall be drilled only 
when and where the Navy Depart- 
ment directs. And the Navy De- 
partment will, of course, be gov- 
erned solely by the extent and lo- 
cation of private drilling. 


OIL DRAINED OFF 


“In the case of Reserve No. 3 
(Teapot Dome) in my own State, 
there can be no question that the 
Navy's oll was being drained off by 
private wells in the adjoining 
Salt Creek field. The expected ca- 
pacity of the wells in Teapot Dome 
of from 300 to 600 barrels per day 
has been found during the first 
year of operation to have been re- 
duced to seventy barrels a day. 
Could any sensible man offer fur- 
ther proof that the private wells 
were draining off the navy oil? 

“Like proof is afforded in the 
case of Naval Reserve No. 1. On an 
adjoining section the Standard Otl 
Company drilled ten wells. They 
had an initial average fiow of 
3200 barrels per day. Then Mr. 
Denby got busy and began to ne- 
gotiate,a lease to protect the navy 
oll. Meanwhile Standard Ol! put 
down ten more wells in the same 
section. They had an initial aver- 
ager production of 2500 barrels a 
day. When the first row of navy 
wells, drilled under the Doheny 
lease, came in they had an initial 
average production of 260 barrels 
per day. There again, actual pro- 
duction tells the story. 

“Government geologists have 
estimated that at least 22,000,000 
barrels of naval oll was lost 
through private wells before Sec- 
retary Denby made the leases to 
Mésers. Sinclair and Doheny. There 
is grave question in my mind as to 
whether Messrs. Daniels and Payne 
should not be regarded as respon- 
sible for this loss. Had they 
leased Teapot Dome certainly much 
of that loss would ,have been 
avoided. 

REVENUE INCREASED 

“An important fact, known to 
the so-called oj!) lease investigators 
but deliberately subordinated by 
them, almost concealed, is the fact 
that Mr. Sinclair, under the terms 
of his lease, has constructed a 
pipe line at a cost of from $18,- 
000,000 to $20,000,000; 
completion of this line has enabled 
the government to procure a net 
increase in price for its royalty 
oil of 41 cents per barrel; and that 
as the government is receiving a 
royalty of 25,000 barrels per day 
from private—not naval—wells in 
the Salt Creek field, this increased 
price means an annual increased 
revenue from these private wells 
of practically $3,759,000. And, of 
course, it means a like increase 
in the value of the royalty oll from 
the naval reserve. 

“Regarding the executive order 
of President Harding about which 
there has been s0 much conten- 
tion, it provides that ‘no genera!) 
policy as to drilling or reserving 
lands located in a naval reserve 
shall be changed or adopted ex- 
cept upon consultation and in co- 
operation with the Secretary or

His cleansing of 
the Temple affronted and humilli- 
ated the grafting high priest and 
his minions among the Sadducees, 
arousing their passionate hate.

Last week we wrote on Hyer- 
chieorhydria (Hyper-acidity, Heart- 
burn) which is a condition of in- 
crease in the acidity of the gastric 
juice, either in amount or in de- 
gree. The symptome are burning 
in the chest in varying intensities, 
gas and belching; sometimes, nau- 
sea, Vomiting and headache, and 
other genera! distrubances. (If you 
missed these articles and are in- 
terested in them, you may have 
them by sending the s.a.s.e.—self- 
addressed, stamped envelope.) 

If the Hyper-acidity is allowed 
to persist for any length of time, 
the gastric glands become over- 
worked, finally tire out and go on 
atrike and produce too little acid 
or none at all, and now we have 
a case of Hypo-chiorhydria, or un- 
der secretion of hydrochloric 
acid and an advanced stage of 
chronic gastritis, or inflammation 
of the stomach. 

I will give you the functions of 
the Hydroohloeric acid, and you 
can see how important it is and 
how its lack can affect the en- 
tire body: 

(1.) It causes the closure of the 
openi into the stomach after 
the f is swallowed. 

(2.) It activiates the functions 
of the other secretions of the 
stomach—the pepsin, which is 
/ necessary for the digestion of pro- 
teln (the meat element of food); 
the chysomin or rennet. which co- 


aguilates milk; and the Ilypase, 
| whieh digests fat. 
(3.) It disinfects the food so 


that most disease-producing bac- 
| teria do not survive. 
_ (4) Tt has sothe action on the 
opening and closing of the pylorus, 
which is the opening Into the small 
, intestine. When the hydrochloric 
, acid Ia not inthe stomach in suf- 
| ficient amounts, the pylorus may 
, either net open, and Ahus cause 
| the food to stay in the stomach too 
‘long; or it may remain open and 
allow the food to pass out more 
quickly than it should. 
It stimulates the movements 
the stomach. 
(6.) It stimulates the secretion 
of the pancreatic juice 

(7.) It eauses the contraction 
and emptying of the gall bladder. 

If you think of these a bit, you 
can see that the hydrochloric acid 
is of great importance and that 
grave consequences can result from 
the lack of it. While in HYPER- 
chlorhydria (over-secretion of 
acid) acid frutte and other acids 
have to be restricted, in HYPO- 
chiorhydria they should be used 
freely, for the acids of fruite can 
act to some extent as a substitute 
for gastric acid. For this reason 
a giass or two of fruit juice— 
orange, pineapple, etc.— fifteen to 
thirty minutes before mea is a 
valuable measure in this condition. 

Fats have to be used in great 
moderation because they depress 


d they delay the passage of food 
rom the stomach, because fat re- 
mains in the stomach longer than 
any other food. If fat is taken 
in more than very moderate 
amounts, In the absence of Hydro- 
chiorlie acid, fermentative and pu- 
_trefactative changes are likely to 
jtake place. The fat will become 
'rancid and this will cause heart- 
burn and distrees, and the condi- 
tion may be confused with Hyper- 
acidity, or increased amounts of 
hydrochiorte acid.
